Lewis E. Mirinlck, 85, died Satur 


day afternoon at 6:45 o'clock at his 
home at 419 South Washlngtoi 
street. Pour weeks ago he sufferec 
a heart attack which was followcc 
by a stroke. He had failed rapidly 
since that -time. 


He was born in Mlddletown, Mary- 


land, a son of the late Ezra and 
Henrietta (Gardner) Minnlck. Fifty- 
three years ago he moved to Penn- 
sylvania, and for a time lived In Blg- 
lerville where he followed the bluck- 
nmlUi trade. About, 45 years ago he 
moved to Gettysburg- and engaged in 
blacksmith work and cannon-mak- 
ing-. He assisted the late Major Cal- 
vln Gilbert at the battlefield foundry 
and helped In the making of every 
cannon on the Gettysburg battle- 
field. The deceased also worked for 
several years at the brickyard. 


He had clear recollections of wit- 


'. ncssing the Union and Confederate 


troops passing through Mlddletown 


'. He told of having served water to 


• the troops and related that when 


serving the Union soldiers they made 
him drink of the water first in order 
to be sure it was pure. He remem- 
bered seeing Stonewall Jackson en- 
routc to Frederick. 


The deceased was a democrat. For 


eight years he served as a commlt- 
teoman from the third ward.

he celebrated his fifty-second wed-

FINNS GIVE UP 
ARMED ISLANDS 
NEAR VIIPURI 


Helsinki, Feb. 20 (AP)~-The'Fin- 


nish high command today ackiiowl- 
cdged that Finland had surrendered 
to Invading1.. Russians the strategic 
island.*; of Koivisto, armed '{with 
great coastal batteries anchoring the 
western end of the 
line. 


These islands, situated 
oft the 


town of Koivisto, arc 20 miles south 
of Viipuri, lying in the Gulf of Fin- 
land near the entrance to Viipuri 
buy. 


(Possession of the inlands pre- 


sumably would give the Russians a 
new advantage in their drive on 
Viipuri, normally Finland's third 
largest city, by aiding an attack 
from the sea as well as from land:) 


Cite Heavy Itcd Loses 


Russian land forces already have 


driven on the isthmus itself up a 
•allway toward Viipuri as far, as 
Kaislahti. only 1 •& miles due south 
of Viipuri, according to the Finns' 
own admission. The Russians ap- 
parently are cleaning up the area 
Between the railway and the coast. 


"On the isthmus our troops have 
iven up the Koivisto islands," said 
.oday's daily army communique. 
'On February 25 the enemy con- 
.inucd his attacks on the western 
part of the isthmus. The attacks, 
were checked by fire from our artil- 
ery and infantry, and the enemy 
suffered heavy loss in men." 


At one town in this region, Sal- 


menkaita, "encrny attacks were re- 
pulsed after fighting which lasted a 
vhole day," the communique stated. 


The Finns said that the day 
passed quietly at the eastern end 
of the Manncrheim line, where the 
Russians last week. launched great 
attacks. 


At Kulimo, northward near Fin- 


and's "waist," the Finns captured a 
'strong point" and "destroyed" a 
company of Russians, said the com- 
munique. 


Use Secondary Defenses 


The Finns said that their air 


oi'ces had carried out bombing at- 
aehs behind the Russian lines '':dur- 
nfi which a number of successful 
air fights were engaged in by us." 
Five Russian planes were reported 
shot down. , 
| 


In their withdrawals on the Isth- 


mus, where they have now taken a 
land at their second positions of 
efcn.se, the Finns continue to point 
iut that they have done so strate- 
gically and only at great cost to the 
Russians. They point out that the 
Qcond line positions are stronger 
nan those of the abandoned first 
[lie. 
One foreign military observer esli- 
urtcs that it has cast the Red army 
00,000 men to reach their present 
osition of threatening Viipuri.

"Nat's" Hare lor schools was 


about on a par with the average, 
school boy of today. He worried 
through the grades and into high 
school but tired before it came 
time for the diplomas to be 
passed out. He had applied for 
work with the Reading railroad 
and he was given an opportunity 
to learn telegraphy. In a very 
short time "Nat" was a very 
good telegraph operator. 


There wasn't n job open for a 


telegraph operator so "Nat-" took 
a job as a freight house man in 
West Conshohocken in 1807. Two 
years later lie was made agent- 
telegrapher for the Beading at 
Corsons. Pa. 
In 1900 he was 


mode agent for the Reading, at 
Anbler, Pa. In 1905 he married 
Miss Lidic Ellam. "Nat" then 
accepted a job with the Asbestos 
Shcething and Shingle company 
at Ambler, stayed there two and 
one-half years and then went to 
Boiling Springs as agent-tele- 
grapher for the Reading again. 


"Nat" 
stayed 
at 
Boiling 


Springs until 1916 when he was 
transferred to Carlisle. 
When 


the Reading and the Cumber- 
land 
Valley railroads tmlOcd 


their services, during World war 
No. 1, "Nat" represented 
the 


Reading at Carlisle. 


Later he returned to Boiling 


Springs for six weeks, spent a 
half-day at Carlisle and then on 
March 20, 1030, he was trans- 
ferred to Gettysburg as agent 
for. the Reading road. And here 
he has been ever since.

Washington, Feb. 26 (AP).—The 


house , appropriations. ,-. committee 
'granted an additional. $60,000,000 for 
farm benefits payments today in ap- 
proving a $90,069,139 deficiency sup- 
ply biU.' 


At the same time, however; the 


committee cut presidential estimates 
for the measure by $4,020,704, bring- 
ing the total congressional cuts off 
President Roosevelt's requests- to 
$274,000,000 for this legislative ses- 
sion. The bill contained furiQs to 
meet unexpected current require- 
ments of various government agen- 
cies until July 1. 


In asking the $60,000,000 now, Sec- 


retary^ Wallace had proposed that 
next year's fund for- farm benefits 
be reduced the same amount. 


The total in the deficiency bill in- 


cluded $90,000 for the pay of 45 
secret service agents and five clerks 
to guard the President and Ills fam- 
ily "in view of the conditions in this 
country arising as a result of the 
wars in Europe." 


Principal cuts were $1,000.000 each 


from a proposed $3,000,000 fund for 
insect control, from $8,000,000 asked 
for Grand Coulee dam 'Washington 
and 
Oregon, and from' 36,000,000 


asked for the Central Valley project, 
California.

000 oil a War department request 
for "urgent" work at the San Diego, 
California, harbor.

High Court Refuses 


Manton Case Review 


Washington, Feb. 26 (AP)—Martin 


T. Mariton, former senior federal 
circuit .court judge at New York, 
failed today to obtain u Supreme 
court review of his conviction on a 
charge of conspiracy to sell judicial 
favors. 


At the same time, the tribunal 


agreed to review a decision which 
held that a labor union which en- 
gages in a sit-down strike was not 
liable, for damages .under the 1800 
Sherman anti-trust act. 


In addition, the justices returned 


to a three-judge federal court in 
Florida litigation Involving consti- 
tutionality of a 1935 Florida law 
authorizing the fixing of minimum 
prices—based on the cost of produc- 
tion—at which citrus .fruit could be 
purchased from the-growers. 


Justices Roberts, who delivered 


the majority decision, said the three 
Judge court "committed .serious er- 
ror" in holding the act unconstitu- 
tional, when all that was before It 
was a motion for a temporary in- 
junction to restrain enforcement of 
the measure.

proving a $90,069,139 deficiency sup­ 
ply bUl. 
At the same time, however, the 
com m ittee cut presidential estim ates 
for the measure by $4,020,704, bring­ 
ing the total congressional cuts off 
President 
Roosevelt's 
requests 
to 
$274,000,000 for this legislative ses­ 
sion. 
The bill contained funds to 
m eet unexpected current require­ 
m ents of various government agen­ 
cies until July I. 
In asking the $60,000,000 now. Sec­ 
retary Wallace had proposed that 
next year’s fund for farm benefits 
be reduced the same amount. 
The total in the deficiency bill in­ 
cluded $90,000 for the pay of 45 
secret service agents and five clerks 
to guard the President and his fam ­ 
ily “in view of the conditions in this 
country arising as a result of the 
wars in Europe.” 
Principal cuts were $1,000,000 each 
from a proposed $3,000,000 fund for 
insect control, from $8,000,000 asked 
for G rand Coulee dam W ashington 
and Oregon, and from $6,000,000 
asked for the Central Valley project, 
California. 
The committee also whacked $500,- 
000 off a War departm ent request 
for "urgent" work at the San Diego, 
California, harbor.

High Court Refuses 
Manton Case Review 


W ashington, Feb. 26 (AP* 
M artin 
T. Manton, former senior federal 
circuit court judge at New York, 
failed today to obtain a Supreme 
court review of his conviction on a 
charge of conspiracy to sell judicial 
favors. 
At tile some time, the tribunal 
agreed to review a decision which 
held th a t a labor union which en­ 
gages In a sit-down strike was not 
liable for damages under the 1890 
Sherm an anti-trust act 
In addition, the justices returned 
to a three-judge federal court in 
Florida litigation involving consti­ 
tutionality of a 1935 Florida law 
authorizing the fixing of minimum 
prices—based on the cost of produc­ 
tion—a t which citrus fruit could be j 
purchased from the growers. 
Justices Roberts, who delivered 
the m ajority decision, said the three j 
judge court "committed serious er- j 
ro r” in holding the act unconstitu­ 
tional when all that was before it 
was a motion for a temporary in- 
,1 unction to restrain enforcement of 
the measure.

SCANDINAVIAN 
STATES RENEW 
NEUTRAL AIMS 


Copenhagen, Feb. 20 (AP)—Scan- 


dinavian neutrals sought to avoid 
becoming entangled in the European 
wars by agreeing at a week-end con- 
ference to "support each other mu- 
tually in their negotiations with bel- 
ligerents." 


The foreign ministers of Sweden, 


Denmark and Norway also expressed 
hope the Finnish-Soviet Russian war 
could "be brought to a peaceful so- 
lution which preserves the full Inde- 
pendence of Finland." 


In another passage 
apparently 


aimed at Germany's submarine war- 
fare and Great Britain's boarding of 
the German steamer Altmark in 
Norwegian waters, a communique 
issued at the close of the conference 
said: 


"The foreign ministers agreed to 


raise serious objections to, and en- 
deavor to avert violation of, the 
principles of international law In the 
conduct of naval warfare, which in- 
flicts considerable losses of human 
life and of economic value on neu- 
tral states, when they maintain their 
shipping in order to keep up their 
legitimate and necessary trade." 


The conferees "agreed to maintain

in accordance with the rules of in- 
ternational law." 


Expressing the conviction that the
